ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BeuNTY COMMISSIONERS. . 


FELLOw CITIZENS OF HILLSBOROUGH CoUNTY: 


In accordance with the requirements of the laws of our State 
we submit to you the annual report of the financial expenses of 
the county for the year ending April 30, 1888. Also the reports 
of the Superintendent of the Farm and Almshouse, Treasurer, 
Clerk of the Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Jailor, Physician, Chaplain, 
and Auditors. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


The crops raised on the farm the past vear were hardly up to 
the average. The potato crop was almost a failure, only about 
three hundred bushels being harvested, and they of poor quality, - 
against fifteen hundred the previous year, consequently we have 
had to buy upwards of nine hundred bushels. The cabbage crop 
was also far below the average, which, together with the small 
crop of potatoes, has been the source of considerably increasing 
the expenses of the farm the past year. The hay crop was good ~ 
and secured before the rains and cloudy weather of the season 
commenced generally. 

Agreeably to the request of the representatives of this county, 
who assembled at the County Farm last year, a fire escape has 
Deen erected on the south end of the main building thereby mak- 
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ing the facilities of escape from the building much better than 
heretofore in case of fire. 

The representatives also instructed the Commissioners to pur- 
chase of C. M. Batchelder an irregular shaped parcle of land of 
about three acres which notched into the north bounds of the 
County Farm, which accordingly was bought for $250. Al- 
though the price paid may seem large yet we believe that the 
County is fully compensated by the wood taken from the land and 
improvements made upon the same, and to the improved looks it 
has added to that part of the farm. 

There has been kept at the farm the past winter, four oxen, forty 
cows and heifers and twenty-four young cattle and seven horses. 
All the cattle were fed ensilage twice a day except the oxen. 
All must admit that the farm is a productive one and in a good 
state of cultivation. 

Last July Mr. and Mrs. C. A. Stiles, who had faithfully dis- 
charged the duties of Superintendent and Matron of the County 
Farm and Almshouse for seven years and a half, tendered their 
resignation to take effect on the first of October following, which 
was accepted. The Commissioners then secured the services of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Garvin of Manchester as Superintendent and 
Matron of the institution. Mr. and Mrs. Garvin had previously 
had five years experience in similar positions at the Manchester 
City Farm. In brief we will say that the inmates are well fed, 
well treated and are kept comfortable. 

A pilgrimage to the County Farm sometime during the coming 
season by the tax-payers of the County is earnestly solicited. 
Don’t ail go in one day, but be sure and go and you will never 
regret it. 

Mr. and Mrs. Garvin will please accept our thanks for their 
good management of the institution thus far, and courtesy shown 
us at all times. 


JAIL. 


The financial expenses at the Jail forthe year ending April 30, 
1888, for which the County is liable, amounts to $8,757.51, 


which is $1,675.19 higher than those of last year. The increase 
is largely owing to the adjournment of the September term of 
Court until January, whereby many of the prisoners who other- 
wise would have beed tried in September were boarded at the 
expense of the County until January. 

Capt. David Wadsworth and wife, Jailor and Matron, have 
our highest commendations for the superior discipline and man- 
agement of the respective departments over which they preside.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To THE HonorABLE BoarRD oF COMMISSIONERS FOR HILLs- 
BOROUGH CoUNTY: 


Gentlemen:—In commencing my report I would say it only 
covers the time between Oct. 1, 1887 to May 1, 1888. 

When I assumed charge of this institution, Oct. 1, 1887, it was 
under somewhat unfavorable circumstances. The potato crop 
had proved to be a failure and when it is considered that fifteen 
hundred or more bushels is the average yield upon this farm, al] 
of which are consumed upon the place, it will be seen that a 
large quantity of potatoes must be purchased, or some other arti- 
cle of food furnished the inmates asa substitute. Owing to the 
general failure of the potato crop hereabouts, that vegetable was 
held at high prices, and although we bought six or eight hundred 
bushels we also bought more than the usual quantity of flour. 
The yield of cabbage was almost nothing. Instead of five 
thousand head, the quantity harvested the previous year, there 
were hardly any worth gathering. 

You are also aware the clothing, boots and shoes and other 
articles used for the benefit of the inmates was nearly expended 
and as winter was approaching I was obliged to replenish the 
stock of such goods. Under these circumstances if my first quar- 
ters bills were higher than usual there were good reasons why 
they should be. There have been several changes in the corps 
of officers since my term of service commenced, such changes 
being caused by resignation, removal, etc. 

Late in the fall we purchased a quantity of standing wood, 
some two miles from the farm, and have cut about three hundred 
cords of it during the past winter, but on account of the great 
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depth of snow have not drawn home as much as under more 
favorable circumstances we should have done. 

I think the following suggestions have been presented to your 
board before: | 

If it is proposed to continue the use of ensilage.l would suggest 
the building of a silo in the cow barn or immediate vicinity and 
the turning the old silo into a reservoir. Every pound of ensi- 
lage now fed out has to be transported some twenty rods in bas- 
kets from the silo to the barn and much time and labor would be 
saved by having it nearer at hand. 

I would suggest the painting of the main building. 

The brick house and ell require some general repairs and 
painting, part of which should be done this season, especially the 
renewing of some of the sills which are badly decayed. 

Thanking you, gentlemen, for the kind consideration we have 
received at your hands since commencing our duties here, I re- 
spectfully submit my first report.

The cleanliness of the different wards is well kept and the kind 
attention of the superintendent and matron I duly appreciate in 
assisting me in the discharge of my duties to the sick under my 
charge. 

To the commissioners, my respects to them for the courtesy 
they always show me, I tender my sincere thanks.

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CHAPLAINS REPORT, 


To THE HoNORABLE BOARD oF COMMISSIONERS OF HILLS- 
BOROUGH CouUNTY. 


Gentlemen :—The past year has been one of change in the per- 
sonnel of the religious work. Not only have inmates been re- 
ceived and dismissed but also the pastoral relation has been twice 
supplied. In June last the Rey. G. C. Trow, who for four years 
has ministered to the spiritual needs of the inmates of this insti- 
tution removed to Plainfield. During the summer and autumn 
the chaplaincy was most acceptably filled by the Rev. D. Dono- 
van. fle was much interested in this work and displayed special 
fitness for the place, being a critical scholar and a pastor of large 
experience. He resigned his office in November and since then 
the present incumbent has endeavored to meet the necessary calls. 

The peculiar circumstances of most of the inmates of this in- 
stitution renders the chaplaincy one of unusual responsibility. 
Scarcely can a company of auditors be gathered whose needs ap- 
peal to so wide diversities of talant. Those whose misfortune 
brings them to this home to spend their days of illness or of 
servility deserve the most tender and solicitous care. Those whose 
childhood and youth are passed here need special effort to en- 
lighten their minds and if possible establish a character. The 
teaching of school and religious service must be made as cumu- 
lative as may be that they may on arrival at maturity be worthy 
citizens.

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SOLICITORS REPORT. 


To THE HoNORABLE BOARD oF COMMISSIONERS FOR HILLs- 


BOROUGH CouUNTY : 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my report as County Solici- 
tor for the year ending May 1, 1888. During this time I have 
received no money belonging to the County, all fines and costs 
having been paid to the Clerk of the Supreme Court. 

In the past year the County has had no civil cases, except suits 
for the recovery of the amount due on forfeited recognizances. 
There were nine of these, and the County recovered judgment 
in all of them. 

At the beginning of the year there were twenty-one continued 
criminal cases on the criminal docket in this County. To this 
number there were added by indictments one hundred and ninety- 
one, and by appeals from justice and police courts nineteen cases 
more, making in all two hundred and and thirty-one cases upon 
the criminal docket in this County during the past year. 

These cases have been disposed of by trial and otherwise, with 
the exception of ten cases continued. 

In addition to these cases, I have made a large number of 
liquor prosecutions in Manchester at the request of a Citizens’ 
League, formed for the purpose of more thoroughly enforcing 
the Prohibitory Law. Ina large number of these cases I have 
obtained injunctions against the parties under what is known as 
the Nuisance Act, passed at the last session of our Legislature. 
These cases were against the largest and most prominent places 
where liquor was sold in that city. The Citizens’ League in 
Manchester is now endeavoring to follow up the work thus begun 
with additional prosecutions. 
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A Citizens’ League is being formed in Nashua for the same 
purpose, which will undoubtedly lead to similar prosecutions 
there. 

Just what the ‘final result of this movement will be, it is impos- 
sible to predict, but it is safe to say that it has accomplished more 
than was ever before accomplished in this County in suppressing 


the sale of intdxicating liquors by the enforcement of the Prohib . 


itory Law, and this result I attribute largely to an awakened 
public sentiment in favor of the Law.

The Hillsborough County delegation visited the Farm at Wil- 
ton pursuant to the vote of June loth. The trip was made ina 
- special car from Manchester via Nashua to East Wilton and from 
this point to the farm by barges, all of which was furnished by 
the Commissioners. The party consisted of members of the Con- 
vention, county officers and invited guests. Directly upon arriv- 
alat the farm the buildings and condition of the paupers were 
inspected. The former appeared clean, and the latter well 
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cared for. At 12:30 Pp. M. a very elegant and elaborate dinner 
was served to the party in a pavilion near the house by the Su- 
perintendent and Matron, aided by the Commissioners. 

In the afternoon the farm and stock were inspected and all 
seemed to bear the stamp of thrift and good management. 

The attention of the members was called by the Commissioners 
to a piece of land adjoining the farm and its purchase was rec- 
ommended. .

The Convention met at the call of the chairman and by him 
was called to order. 

A. G. Fairbanks, of the Board of Commissioners, appeared 
and addressed the Convention in regard to the purchase of the 
land inspected on the day of the visit to the farm. He stated 
that the land could be bought for two hundred and fifty dollars. 
Its owner, Mr. Batchelder, would not sell it for less. From its 
situation it would be a desirable and valuable addition to the 
farm. Commissioner W. C. Brown also spoke in favor of the 
purchase. Messrs. Burnham of Greenfield, Fleeman of Wilton, 
and McLane of Milford made brief speeches in favor of it, and 
the last named gentleman moved that the Board of Commission- 
ers be authorized and instructed to purchase the land of Mr. 
Batchelder for the price of two hundred and fifty dollars. Some 
discussion ensued, remarks being made by Messrs. Moore of 
Nashua and Trow of Amherst in support of the motion, and by 
Mr. Atherton of Nashua in opposition to the same. 
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On the motion of Mr. McLane of Milford being put it was 
voted to authorize and instruct the Board of Commissioners to 
purchase the land of Mr. Batchelder for the price of two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars.
